T h eir Suspension in th e A ir ft 
C anse o f D anger In Fires* 
B u f f a l o , N. Y., March 19.—A largely 
attended meeting of representative citi­ 
zens was held at the M erchants’ Ex­ 
change this afternoon, to take action in 
favor of the removal of all eleotric wires 
from the streets and place them under­ 
ground.

GOING FOR TELEPHONE CABLE*. 


A Dakota City Threatened Witli 
Annihilation Through an Ice 
Gorge in the River.

A l b u q u e r q u e , M arch 19.—The Du­ 
rango Board of Trade and the Albu 
qutrque Board of Trade are now confer­ 
ring for the purpose of building a railroad 
from Durango through the San Juan and 
San Luis valleys to this city. 
A t the 
present all mail from this place to tbe 
adjoining oonntiea of Rio Areyba and 
San Juan ib as long in transit as tho mail 
to Now Y ork, ulthongh the distance, as 
the crow flies, is but about one hundred 
miles. 
B at there being no road over tbe 
mountains tbe mail must go via Denver, 
and thence to Duraugo to reach its des­ 
tination. 
The new road, as projected, 
will be a narrow-gauge and probably be 
a part of the Rio Grande system. 
The 
principal reason for its early completion 
is the well-authenticated rumor th at the 
3t. Louis and San Francisco road will 
he at onee built lo this city over the old 
Atlantic and Pacific survey, which not 
only provides better facilities for niAil, 
but gives tb e people of prosperous San 
Juan county open markets both east 
and west.

B is m a r c k , 
Dak., M arch 19. — The 
gorge at Sibley Island is still intact, 
despite dynamite. 
T he scene hore to­ 
day is desolate and dreary. 
The river is 
still over six miles ia w idth. 
AU lost 
night a swinging light was seen in the 
woods, and several vaio attem pts were 
made to send a party to the rescue. The 
light was a signal of distress from a 
settler who, it is learned this morning by 
looking through a field-glass, has been 
on the top of his Btack since the rising of 
the waters, swinging a fontem in the 
hope of calling help. H is stack is com­ 
pletely surrounded by waterand two miles 
from tbe shore of the new-made stream, 
and it is almost afloat. 
Two rescuing 
parties wero sent out this morning and 
have found several families on the roofs 
of houses. 
Field-glasses aro being used 
with good results, as numerous settler! 
have been discovered, *ome being on 
trees and others on floating timbers. 
M indan is completely inundated and 
th i water runs through the streets as if 
in a inillraoe. 
The situation at the 
liver landing here is nncbaDged. 
The 
water is still 
running 
through the 
boarding houses and tho river residences 
up to the Becond story. 
Tho worst ia 
coming, as tbe great rise at Fort Buford 
is now over half way litre and will reach 
this point gome time to-night. This 
will make tbe highest water known in 
this part, and unless tho gorge breaks at 
Sibley Isl ind, Mandan will be in dan- 
«•r of annihilation. 
Li*, tlo Heart river 
flows into the Missouri j u s t below Man­ 
dan, and should tbe ice in tbis stream 
break 
to-day 
or before the Buford 
rise arrives 
tbe 
entire surplus of 
water will be backed into Mandan. 
The high trestle of tbe Northern Pacific 
is wrecked. 
Bismarck is the termiuus 
of the N orthern Pacific. 
Yesterday’s 
passenger train, with its load of people 
bound for the Pacific coast, laid on the 
side track here all night, and will not 
be nble to leave tor several days.

Ridgely took the 
drummer’s part and the ferrymen in­ 
sulted him for this and attempted to 
draw their weapons. Then Ridgely shot 
both dead, aud upon examination Kidge- 
ly was discharged. 
John M urphy, a

another fellow, uncle of the other, Bwore 
they would kill Ridgely on eight.

nigbt Ridgely, being on horseback, was 
riding home, and on entering a strip of 
woods was tired on from an ambush.

M. M. Esteo, lawyer, farmer and 
wine maker, delivered an elaborate ad­ 
dress os grape growing before theV iti- 
cnltural oonvention lately in session in 
San Franciscv.

he spoke of the varieties of grapes to 
plant. 
This question, he thinks, de­ 
pends entirely on locality and the kind 
of wine that is desired. 
Tbe first 
amoDg claret grapes is tbe Cabernet- 
Sauvignon. 
I t makes a light, rich 
claret, the best th at can be made, and 
th e best the world has ever produced. 
For a very rich, delicious white wine, 
Sem&lon, Bauvignon-blano, Sauviguon- 
vert, the entire Reialing family 
and 
tbe Chesales are eminently suited to a 
large part of the grape-growing por­ 
tion of California. 
Those parts of the 
State peouliarly fitted for the produc­ 
tion of sweet wines are the southern 
counties. 
For 
tb e 
production 
of 
sherry the Pedro, Ximenes and the 
Palomine 
are reoognized as typical 
sherry grapes. 
The Troeseau, which i« 
known as one of the best grapes for port- 
wine, is now very largely cultivated in 
many of toe leading vineyards of South­ 
ern and Central California. 
Senator 
Stanford has at Vina aver four huudred 
acres of this grape alone. Grape brandy 
will soon figure largely in the financial 
successes of the vineyards of this State, 
and it oan be made from any grape grown. 
The Falle, Blanch, Barger, W est's Pro­ 
lific and the Rending m ake fine brandy. 
For the last ten years th e California 
vineyards have been gradually climbing 
up the hills. 
The first vineyards plauted 
iu this State were planted on bottom 
laid , doubtless because it was then sup­ 
posed that the bottom land was the only 
place where grapes would grow; but 
more recently every thoughtful vine- 
yardist has come to tbe conclusion that 
hill land* are conspicuously tbe best for 
the production of at least a high type of 
light wine.

She is a charitable and kindly woman, 
and, as a shining example iu ths prohi­ 
bition movement, is considered to be

pears w ere out of th e m aiket. They «ere 
sold for $150 to $2 a dozen, and are 
round and rich flavored. 
The producers 
of this fine fruit did not receive as roach 
for an entire box as is now being pant 
for a single dozen, but tbey will doubt- 
let s be glad to learn that tbe products of 
their orchards is a t all events appreci­ 
ated, even though th e middle men do 
reap all the profit. 
Tbe question at 
once suggests itself, h.^wevtr, if sack 
enormous profits are made by keeping 
fresh fruits in cold storage at the East, 
why 
csnuot 
the 
same 
be 
done 
here? W hy should not 
tbe 
grow­ 
ers 
store 
the 
pears 
aud 
other 
frnits here, and ship at such a time as 
the Eastern m arket affords a favorable 
opportunity? There is no reason in tbe 
world why tbis caunot he done all over 
the State, and then those to whom it is 
due will have a chance to reap some of 
tbe benefii from their labor and capita! 
invested iu orchards and vineyards. 
A t 
a third of the prices given above tbe 
fruit-grower and the storage handier 
woald make an ample profit. 
The ex­ 
ample has been set at Riverside. 
It 
should be followed at every fruit-grow ­ 
ing center in the State.

In this young city, which had 
no existence till a few years ago, 
n o t less than 16,000,000 lias been 
expended in twelve months in deal­ 
ings in land4, buildings and bnilding 
m aterial, railroad and other improve­ 
m ents. 
six street railroads have 
been built or partially built, a great 
fruit storage warehousa and a cannery 
erected, two banks established, gas 
work* completed aud one of the 
finest school houses in the State pro­ 
vided.

The conventional period of the "lying 
in state” having expired, then cornea the 
fuueral. So patent is the folly of extrav- 
Z 
at expeuditure at funerals, and so 
nly is it condemned by common 
sense th at we need not consider that 
point a t any length. 
But it is impossi- 
sibli! to pass it by ao long as people per­ 
sist in making the occurrence of death 
an oocasion for display. 
Iu tru th , these 
funeral pageants are inspired less by a 
respect for the dead than by a purile 
love of pomp on the part of the living. 
Oa what other ground can it be, ex­ 
plained? 
Funeral extravagance 
is 
no mere 
modern folly; on the contrary, it is hoar 
with antiqui.y, and is eudowed with all 
the power and prestige of an immoral 
usage. 
Nevertheless, there ia much 
encouragement for its assailants, iu the 
continuous tire of protest evoked by the 
practice, aud in suoh noble examples as 
that recently set by the family 
of 
the 
late 
Bishop 
of 
Ripon. 
The 
coffin 
of 
this 
eminent 
churchman 
was borne to the hearse by the sons pnd 
other near relatives; only relatives and 
close associates assembled at the honse 
of m ourning; bumble friends bore the 
coffin from the hearse to the church, and 
thence to th e grave. 
The grave was 
simply adorned with flowers and ivy, 
and the whole ceremony waa character­ 
ized by an extreme simplicity. 
Aside 
from the value of such aa example, us a 
protest against the custom cf holding 
costly funerals, there ia a beautiful les­ 
son taught by the use of flowers at the 
Bishop’s grave. 
H ere is another instance of fit and 
decorous funeral rites. 
The m other of 
a family having died, the father must 
needs initiate into the solemn mysteries 
cf death and the resurrection his 5-year- 
old child. Wisely he resolved that, 
whatever else his teaching lacked, it 
should be full of Christian cheerfulness. 
His child’s first acquaintance w ith death 
should have no association with gloom 
and terror, so that the outgoing of a life 
might seem as qatnral to her as the in­ 
coming. So, in the <iay6 intervening 
before the funeral, the household life 
and work went on aa usual. 
No black 
raiment, no shotting out of th e bright 
sunbeam, no unnecessary change in aoy 
particular, was perm itted. 
And when 
the time came to perm it the body, beau­ 
tiful in death, to ita last resting plaoe, 
the snmbernesa of the grave was bright­ 
ened by flowers fresh plucked from the 
home garden, so th at the plaoe had no 
unwholesome terror for the little one 
looking into it for the first time with 
ohildish wonder. 
The lessons conveyed by these two 
ceremonies are just what modern sociely 
sorely needs to learn. 
In the chaste 
simplicity of the one and the sweet 
serenity of the other is conveyed an 
effective reproof of the senseless dis­ 
plays usually made at funerals. Such 
inspiring examples may, perhaps, still be 
few and far between, but the very fact 
that there are even now meu with suffi­ 
cient moral oourage to stem the tide of 
foolish custom gives us ground for hope 
th at the day is not distant when enlight­ 
ened common sense and sincere grief 
shall rule, instead of imperious fashion 
of immemorial usage.—[The Forum.

A clear piece ia selected 
about five or six inches thick, mortised 
in the window opening in blocks tw o 
feet aud sometimes as large as four feet 
square, and with water is m ade solid. 
Tne w ater ia as good as putty. 
W hen 
the window becomes dirty they scrape it 
off w ith a knife, and when it has been 
scraped thin 
they substitute a uew 
pane." 
"Doesn’t the window ever melt?” 
' ‘Bless you, no; it is freezing cold that 
far from the tire. 
If tbe room ever got 
worm enough to melt the ice th e Y akut 
oouldn’t live in it, and would have to go 
outdoors to cool off. A t night tho fire is 
allowed to go out, as they have to econ­ 
omize in fuel. 
All they have is drift­ 
wood, gathered on the banks of the 
Lena river in tho summer tim e." 
How do they sleep? 
Do they 
drees when they go to bed?” 
"Always. 
They strip to their shirts, 
whioh arc made of a thick sort of Rus­ 
sian cloth, as heavy as onr canvas. The 
men an d women wear the same kind of 
garments, and never have more than 
one at a time. 
I took u p a lot of thick 
flannel for them, enough to ‘last the rest 
of their lifes, and it will be a great deal 
more comfortable than the native stuff, 
although they don’t like it at first. 
When they undress they got into bunks 
built into the side oí the house, some 
times a man, his wife, and all his chil­ 
dren in the same bunk. 
They have 
reindeer skins under and over them , and 
curtains of the same hanging before tbe 
bunks.'’ 
‘Do they ever bathe ?” 
■Never in their lives. 
They haven’t 
any word for bathing in their language, 
and th e impossibility of keeping clean is 
one of the greatest hardships of Arctic 
life.” 
“W hat do they eat?” 
“Reindeer meet, beef—they have cows, 
queer looking animals altout half as large 
as ours, with a hummock ou their backs 
like a camel—fish, bread made of black 
rye flour, tea, and an im ported food made 
of chopped beef rolled into balls about 
the size of a marble and covered with a 
dongh. 
These they pound up and make 
Into soup. Then there is a wood th at is 
very nutritious when it is ground u p aud 
boiled. Mixed with reindeer m eat it 
makes a good soup. 
They often eat 
their fish raw. 
Of oourse, they freeze 
solid aa soon as they are* taken o nt of the 
witter, and tbe native, particularly if he 
is on the road, cuts them off in Ehavings 
as thin aa our chopped beef, and eats 
them raw. 
They are palatable, aud I 
have lived for days at a time on them, 
with a cup of coffto, made over an 
alcohol lamp, by way of variety, 
The 
greatest luxury they have is butter, and 
they will eat it by the pound as our 
people eat confectionery. 
A poor sort of 
batter is made from tbe milk of a native 
that looks aud tSBtes more like 
cheese, aud they prize it shove all olhor 
clashes of food. 
-The amount of b atter a native will 
eat when he can get it,” continued Lieu­ 
tenant Schentze, "is aatonishing. A 
friend of mine in Siberia told m e of a 
man wbo ate thirty-six pounds in one 
day, and then didn’t get all he wanted. 
They have a way of pounding up a red 
berry aud mixing it w ith butter whioh 
gives it a beautiful pink tin t and im- 
jroves the flavor. 
Their drink ia the 
inssian vodka, almost pure alcohol, and 
tliey will trade their sLirts for it. 
Tbe 
liquor is scarce but expensive, ao they 
are necessarily a tem perate people."— 
[Cincinnati Sun.

DEATH OF CHARLES LUX. 


A ..sh o rt 
s k e tc h 
o f tils E a r ly 
C are er* 
Charles Lux, the m illionaire land-own- 
er and óattle dealer, died at 4 yesterday 
morniug, at hia rcsideuce, on the north 
w est corner of Jackson and Gough 
streets, in this city. H o died of typhoid 
pneumonia, on the nineteenth day of 
his illness. 
His last hours were attend­ 
ed w ith little pain. 
M r. Lux had been 8ick all this winter, 
suffering from cold and asthma. 
He 
had not entirely recovered from the 
effects of asevere fall from n wagon on 
his private estate a t Baden, San Meteo 
county, more than a year ago, and, 
while attending personally to his out­ 
door bnsiuees ou one of his ranches in 
tho receut snowstorm, he contracted a 
had cold. Ilew a8 a man of very large 
build and had attained the age of 64 
years. 
< 
Mr. Lux was bora in Ahace. 
He em­ 
igrated to New York city in boyhood. 
There he worked for a retail butcher in 
Fulton M arket for some years as a 
delivery hoy. H e came to San Fran­ 
cisco in 1857 aud opened a retail butcher 
shop at 931 W ashington street. 
Iu this 
business he was very prosperous, aud in 
18(32 he formed tho partnership which 
waa destined to continue auspiciously 
through the many long years to the 
close of his life. 
This was with Henry 
Miller, nnder the firm name of Miller A 
Lux, na cattle dealers and wholesale 
butchers. 
Shortly after this firm was established 
it commenced th e fair-sighted policy of 
investing iu public lands, or buying out 
early locators. I t m aintained this policy 
down to very recent dates, until now its 
landed possessions cover an area of 700,­ 
000 Acres. 
These lie in tbe counties of 
Ban Francisco, Ban Mateo, Santa Clara, 
Monterey, San Beuito, Merced, Stanis­ 
laus, Fresno, Tulare, 
K ern and San 
Luis Obispo, iu California; in the coun­ 
ties of W ashoe and Humboldt, in Ne- 
ada, and also iu Oregou. 
The cattle 
herds of the firm, scattered in many 
parts of this vast territory, number be­ 
tween 70,000 and 80,000 head. The 
firm has un aggregate annual tax of $50.­ 
000. and the to tal value of its land, 
improvements and cattle is estimated to 
be (not a close estimate) $10,000,000. 
Over 700 miles of private telegraph linea 
connect their ranches, 
Mr. Lux was mnkiii'-jteiis liotuo a t Ba­ 
den, San Mateo cum/iy, when he en­ 
tered into business with Mr. Miller. He 
then fixed his residence at No. 45 South 
Park, this city, where ho maintained it 
for fifteen years. 
He then returned to 
Baden and lived there some two years. 
Thereafter his home waa on tho large 
and tino promises where lie died, as be­ 
fore stated. T he deceased leaves a wid­ 
ow, but never bad any children. 
His 
immediate relatives consist of a brother 
nt Sun Jose and n brother and sister at 
H attea, iu AUacc. 
H e mado his will a 
few years ago. 
The numes of M r. Lux and his p art­ 
ner, Mr. M iller, will forever bo asso­ 
ciated in our legal aunals w ith what has 
thus far probably been the most im port­ 
ant litigation iu the history of this State. 
This was tho great water rights snit of 
Miller k Lux vs. Haggiu & Carr, in 
which our Supreme Court in recqnt elab­ 
orate decisions upheld the English doc­ 
trine of riparian riguts aa established in 
California. 
M iller k Lux were the pre­ 
vailing parties.—[Bulletin, M arch 10.

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THE WISE INTEREST. 
T h e Q rm p e-G ro w crs a n d W in e . 
H la h e re In C o n v e n tio n . 
The following intereating proceedings 
were held at the Grape-Growers’ und 
Wine-Makers’ Convmtion at Son Fran­ 
cisco last week: A t3 o’olook the conven­ 
tion was called to order by the President 
of the association, H. W. McIntyre, who 
read a lengthy and interesting address. 
After welcoming the members of the 
convention, Mr. McIntyre went on to 
say that during the past year much good 
had been accomplished. There was a 
failure to secure sational legislation in 
the interests of pore wine, but that fail­ 
ure would manifest to the country at 
large that falsification of wine is re-' 
sorted to, but that the wine-growers are 
opposed to and denounce it. Regret 
was expressed that there is no reliable 
data as to the exact extent of the acre­ 
age in this State planted with vines. 
Probably there were 150,000 acres of 
vines in California. 
Mr. M cIntyre expressed a conviction 
that in thia State phylloxera is alarm 
ingly on the increase, and every means 
should be ressrted to to eradioate this 
pest.Sulphuring of vines against mildew 
should be resorted to only when they 
are young. If a second sulphuring is 
necessary, the sulphur should be thrown 
in the ground under the vines. Attention 
was called to the necessity of keeping 
wine cellars sweet and cleun. Sugges­ 
tions were thrown out as to the construc­ 
tion of wine tats and presses. The proper 
care of rubber hose used in wine making 
was referred to with the caution that if 
the hose is nst thoroughly cleansed great 
mischief may be done in the process of 
fermentation The racking of wine was 
dwelt upon and the statement made that 
the raoking should be much more fre­ 
quent than is now customary. In the 
improvement of the wine product the 
first and most vital point is the selection 
of the grape for planting; this wrong and 
all ia wrong, but, rightly begun, there is 
...................* 
stbi................................ 
no limit to the possibilities for thefnture 
of wine making in California. 
A t the conclusion of the President’s 
address Professor E. YV. Hilgard raid 
that in California the spread of the 
phylloxera can be so easily prevented 
that there is no excuse for the rapid and 
widespread distribution of thepeBt. Th< 
{irofchsor said that patting common gas 
ime around the roots of the vines and 
raking it into the soil is a simple remedy 
that will completely prevent the under­ 
ground spreading of the phylloxera. 
Professor Hilgard did not apprehend 
any daager to the vineyards of Contra 
Costa and Alameda counties from the 
phylloxera-infeoted vines on tbo Univer­ 
sity grounds. 
M. M. Estee said that in his vineyard 
of 415 acres the phylloxera has existed 
for ten years. Six years ago ho began to 
dig out the infected vines aud plant in 
their stead resistant vines. He thought 
that if the phylloxera con be killed out­ 
right so much the better, but as a matter 
ot business intelligence he thought that 
the best thing is to plant resistants. He 
has only lost five acres by the ravages of 
the peat. 
He advised the use ot the 
wild riparia as a resistant. 
H. M. La Rae stated that in his vine­ 
yard of ninety acres he had been obliged 
to pall up fifteen acres of viuea. He 
bos planted as resit»uts the wild riparia, 
Californicas and Arizonicas. The Cali- 
foraicaa seem to be flourishing aud doing 
best of all. A protracted discussion 
then ensued as to the relative merits of 
the varione resistants, the outcome of 
which was that in selecting a resistant 
particular attention was to be paid to 
the quality of the soil in which the resist­ 
ant ia to be planted. 
C. A. W etmore stated that he had as 
yet failed to hear of any well authenti­ 
cated oase of the destruction of a Cali- 
fornica by the phylloxera. A recess was 
then taken until 8 o’clock. 
The convention resumed its eession at 
8 o’clock. A communication was re­ 
ceived from H. YV. Crabb, expressing re. 
gret at his inability to be present, and 
submitting the following series of in­ 
structions to be observed in the hand­ 
ling of young wines in the cellar: 
“Everything about the cellar should be 
kept clean and sweet. The wine in tanks 
should be filled up once a week. Young 
wines in warm cellars should be racked 
every two months, commencing with the 
middle of December. W hite wines that 
are cloudy at the time of the second 
racking ahould be clarified with one 
pound of gelatine, first sulphuring the 
tank strongly. Raok them off tho fin­ 
ings in ten or twelve days. If, after fonr 
days, any of the wines have not com­ 
menced to clear, rack them off and re­ 
peat the operation. YVinea will ripen 
faster in puncheons than in tanks. Dry 
wines should contain twelve per cent, of 
alcohol. Sauterne wines should contain 
fourteen per oent. of alcohol. YVinea 
that are viscid require teunin at classifi­ 
cation. 
Red wines need 
racking 
as often as 
white and without 
sulphur. 
W hen clondy clarify them 
w ith egg-alhumen instead of gelatine, 
using one pound to the one thousand 
S 
illona. If any fail to clear in fonr 
ays, repeat the operation. W hen clear, 
put those that ore sweetish in puncheons. 
Raok sweet fortified wines fonr times 
the first year. They should contain 
twenty per cent, of alcohol. Filtering 
machines should only he used on wines 
for immediate consumption. Pasteuriz­ 
ing is the best method of treating stub­ 
born wines. Mousiness in red wine 
comes from decomposition of the lees 
by neglect of racking often enough. 
W ines are unstable as long as they con­ 
tain any foreign matter, and the sooner 
they are freed from it the better, aud 
the more certain and rapid will be the' 
development. Every man, if possible, 
should be bis own cellar-tnan. ¿Six-by- 
six tanks are the most practical-shaped 
cooperage for the handling of ytmng 
wines.” 
M. M. Estee delivered an address on 
grape-growing and wine-making ia Cali' 
fornia. The address was an elaborate 
and finished effort. The speaker said 
that in his opinion there has been no 
time when the Pacifio Coast consumed 
more than six or seven million gallons of 
wine a year. Hence, the home demand 
is limited and a market must be found 
abroad. There are two objects in view— 
one to make a good quality and the 
other to find a market tor it. Wines to 
ship East or to Europe should be first- 
class, thoroughly ripe, in prime order, 
of ample age, and which will command 
a good price when they arrive there. It 
costs as much to oooper and transport 
poor wines as it does the beat wines. 
There ia very little good old wine in this 
State to-day, bnt there is a large amount 
of very young wine; but very yonng 
wine is not marketable. In 1880 the 
whole wine crop of France was 553,000, • 
000 gallons. During that year the im­ 
porta of wine into France were abont 
fonr 'tim es as much as were her 
exports. There can be no more pro- 
pitioua time for California to enter into 
the field of competition In the great wine 
industry than now. 
As to the varieties of grapes to be 
planted, this depends entirely on locality 
and the kind ot wine that is deair<xl. 
The first among claret grapes is the Cab- 
ernet-Sauviguon. It makes a light, rich 
olaret, the best that oan be made, and 
the best the world has ever produced. 
For a very rieb, delicious white wine, 
the Semalon, Sauvignon-blano, Sauvig- 
non-vert, the entire Reialing family and 
the Chasales are eminently suited to a 
large part of the grape growing portion 
of California. Those parts of the State 
peouliarly fitted for the production of ‘ 


sweet v/inos are the southern counties. 
For the production of sherry the Pedro, 
Ximenea and Palomino are recognized as 
typical sherry grapea. 
The Trosaeau, 
which ia known as one of the best grapes 
for port wine, is now very largely culti­ 
vated in many of the leading vineyards 
of Southern and Central California- 
Senator Stanford Las at Vina over 400 
acres of this grape alone. 
Grape 
brandy will 
soon 
figure 
largely 
in the financial 
success 
of 
the 
vineyurds of this State, and it can be 
made from any grape grown. The Falle, 
Blancb, Burger, West a Prolific and the 
Reialing make fine brandy. For the last 
ten years the California vineyards have 
been gradually climbing up the hills. 
Tbe first vineyards planted in this State 
were planted ou bottom land, doubtless 
because it was then supposed that the 
bottom land was the only place where 
grapes would grow; b at more recently 
every thoughtful vineyardist has come 
to the conclusion that hill lands are eon 
spicuously the beat for the production of 
at least a high type of light wine. For 
tbo making of sweet wines and brandies 
the revene of that rale may be possible. 
Most harsh wines are made from 
nnr.pe grapes. The internal revenue on 
grape spirits ought not to exceed forty 
cents per gallon; then the producer 
could obtain net, Bay, from 90 cents to 
31.50 a gallon for his brandy wheB it is 
new. 'ftiB will pay him, and'it will get 
rid of a largo amount of inferior wines 
by producing a snperior brandy. Wine 
should be wbat it imports to be. Mr. 
l£stee stated that be had received a dis­ 
patch announcing that Governor Bartlett 
had signed the Pure YVine bill. A dis­ 
cussion followed upon the topics touched 
upon in the papers submitted by Mesers. 
Crabb and Estee. It was slated that tbe 
artificial introduction of tannin into the 
fermenting wine should be avoided in 
this State; new wines should be fre­ 
quently racked; great care must be used 
in sulphuring nooperuge which is to con' 
tain red wines. 
THE STATE TEXT-BOOKS. 
P la n for T b eir D istrib u tion by 
tb e L a w J u st P a ssed ■ 
The Governor has aj proved Senate 
Bill No. 426, which provides for the sale 
and distribution of tho State eeries of 
school text-books. Nearly every fam­ 
ily in the State ia interested, aud we 
give below' the method of distribution as 
provided in tho bill: 
“ All orders lor text-books «ball be 
made on the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and shall be accompanied 
by cash, in payment for the same, at 
the price fixed by tbe State Board of 
Education as tho cost price at Sacra­ 
mento; provided, that if the books are 
to be shipped by mail, the cost of post­ 
age shall also accompany the order. The 
following persons shall be entitled to 
order books: 
“ 1. County 
Superiotendouts 
of 
Schools, for tbe use of teachers, par­ 
ents and pupils in their counties only. 
“ 2. Principals of State Normal 
schools, fur their own and for tbo use 
of the pupils in their respective schools 
only.‘•3. Tbo ¡Secretary or Clerk of any 
school district in the State, whether in­ 
corporated or operating under the gen­ 
eral law of the State, for the use of the 
pupils in such district only; but no books 
ordered by tbe County Superintendents, 
or Clei ks of District Boards of Trustees, 
or Principals of State Normal schools, 
shall be sold at a price exceeding the 
cost price at Sacramento, with the actual 
cost of freight and cartage added. 
“ 4. Any retail dealer who shall first 
transmit to the State Superintendent of 
Publio Instruction an affidavit duly sub 
scribed by him In substance as follows, 
to-wit: 
“ ‘in consideration of receiving for sale, 
upon the enclosed or upon any future 
order, the series of school text-books, or 
any part thereof, published by the State 
of California, I hereby agree that I will 
not sell the same to uuv person or per­ 
sons for the pnrposo cf being sold again, 
or to any person or persons beyond the 
limits of the State of California, and 
that I will net sell said series of text­ 
book^ or any part or portion thereof, at 
a price exceeding tbo price to the pupil 
fixed by the State Board «if Eduoation, ‘ 
“Said affidavit shall be indorsed by tbe 
Comity Superintendent in tbe following 
words, viz.: 
‘“ I hereby certify that A. B. is a regu­ 
lar retail dealer in school books in tnis 
county. 
“ *C. D., County Superintendent 
“ It shall be tbe duty of the State Su­ 
perintendent of Publio Instruction to 
furnish at once to each County Superin­ 
tendent, for the use of any dealer in his 
oouuty who may apply tor permission 
to sell the books of tbe State series, 
printed copies cf the above nffidivit, to- 
fether with the list of prioes of such 
ooks fixed as tho coat price at Sacra­ 
mento, and the price to the pupil, and 
any dealer who shall fail to comply with 
tbe conditions of said affidavit shall for­ 
feit his right to any further purchase of 
said books from the State. And it shall 
be tbe duty of tbo Superintendent of 
Public Instruction to report to the State 
Controller, on or before the 5th day of 
every month, the number of books sold 
by him during the preceding month, and 
pay the money received for the same 
into the State treasury. It shall also be 
the duty of tho Superintendent of State 
Printing, on or before tbe 5th day of 
every month, to report to the State Con­ 
troller the number and value of the 
books shipped by him on the order of 
the State Superintendent of Publio In ­ 
struction, and the number and value of 
tbe finished books on band. 
“It shall be the duty of tbe Boards cf 
Supervisors of tbe counties, or cities and 
counties, in this State, to provide a re­ 
volving fund, for tbe purpose of en­ 
abling the County School Superintend­ 
ents to purchase the State text-books; 
all moneys to be taken therefrom to be 
replaced by moneys received from the 
sale of said books to the scholars of the 
publio schools of bis county,‘ either by 
himself, or by the teachers of the public 
schools, or tbe Clerks of Boards of Dia- 
triot Trustees. 
“All school books compiled by tin 
State shall be furnished to the uublio 
sohool children of the State at the cost 
of printing, publishing and distributing 
the same, said cost to be ascertained aud 
fixed by the State Board of Education, 
on or before tbe 15th day of Juno, of 
eaoh school year; and it is further en­ 
acted that the oost of distribution shall 
be taken to be cost of postage required 
for mailing each book. 
“ Aud this act shall be in force from 
and after its passage.” 
The price-list has been fixed by the 
State Board of Education as follows: 
First Reader, at Sacramento, 15 cents; 
by mail or purchased from bookseller, 20 
cents. 
Second Reader, at Sacramento, 30 
cents; by mail or purchased from book­ 
seller, 38 cents. 
Third Reader, at Sacramento, 40 cents; 
by mail or purchased from bookseller, 52 
cents. 
Speller, at Sacramento, 20 cents; by 
ail or purchased from bookseller, 26 
oents. 
The above pr ccs were fixed by the 
former State Board of Eduoation, and it 
will bn seen that a set of the readers sent 
by mail to any port of the State oosts 
the consumer 81.10, while a set of the 
readers now in use oosts from |2 50 to 
83 05. Superintendent Hoiit thinks that 
the Board at its next meeting will make 
the price of the Second Reader to the 
pupil 40 cents,, instead of 38 oents, and 
of tbe Third Reader 50 oente, iusteed of 


52 oents, thus making the cost of a set 
the same as now, bat tbe price of each 
book a multiple of five, so that change 
can be easily made by parents and pnpils 
purchasing. 
The dealers Will made the difference 
between the ooat of freight and postage, 
and the oonsumer who buys his books 
of the dealer will save a two-cent stamp 
required to send his order to Sacramento 
and the cost of a postal note or a money 
order. 
If the people of any district 
prefer to aend through tbeir Clerk direct 
to the State Superintendent for their 
books, instead of purchasing of their 
looal dealers, they have that privilege. 
It would seem that not only will the 
people be protected but aocommodated 
by tbe plan of distribution adopted.

W h e re a s, the Legislature of tho State of 
California, at its twenty-seventh session, be­ 
ginning on the third day of January, A. D. 
eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of 
the two Houses of «aid Legislature voting In 
favor thereof, proposed the following de­ 
scribed amendments to the Constitution of 
the State of California, to wit: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
To propose to the people of the 8tate an 
am endm ent to the Constitution of the 
State, relative to tho Judiciary Depart, 
ment. 
Resolved, That the Legislature of the State 
of California, m its regular session, com­ 
mencing outlie third day of Jauuary, A. D. 
eighteen hundred aud eiahty-seven, two- 
tlurds of all the members elected to each of 
the Houses of said Legislature voting in fa­ 
vor thereof, hereby propose that .sections 
two nud three of article VI, of the Constitu­ 
tion of said Sta.e be amended to read as 
follows: 
Section 2. The Supreme Court «hall con­ 
sist of seven Justices. The Associate Jus­ 
tices of the Supreme Court, in office at the 
t-me of the adoption of this amendment to 
the Constitution are hereby continued in 
office as Justices of tho Supreme Court for 
tne rem ainder of the terms to which they 
were respectively elected. The Justices 
shall elect one of their number to be Chief 
Juttice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice ol said court for a term of two 
years. At tbe expiration of the term of the 
Chief Justice first elected, aud every two 
years thereafter the Justices shall elect a 
Chief Justsco for a like term of two years. 
An entry of the election of suoh Chief Jus 
tice shall be made in the minutes of the 
court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the of­ 
fice of Chief Justice, a like election shall 
be had to till such office for the uuexplred 
term, 'lh e Supremo Court may sit in de­ 
partm ents or iu bank, and ahall always bo 
open for the transaction of busluets. There 
BUa:l be two departments, denominated, re 
speotively, Department oueaud Department 
Two. The Chief Justice shall assign three 
of the Justices to eaoh department, and 
Htch assignment may be changed by him 
from tim e to time. Tho Justices shall be 
competent to alt in cither department, and 
may interchange with each other by agree­ 
ment amoiffc themselves or as ordered by 
the Chief Justice. Eaoh of the departments 
shall have the power to hear aud ________ 
causes aud all questions arising therein, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter con­ 
tained In relation to tbe Court in bauk. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary 
to transact any business lu either of the de­ 
partments, except such as may be done at 
chambers, and the concurrence of two Jus 
tices shall be necessary to pronounce e 
judgm ent The Chief Justice «hall apportion 
the business to the departments and may, 
iu his discretion, order any cause pending 
before the Court to bo heard and decided by 
the Court lu bauk. The order may be made 
before or after Judgment pronounced by a 
department; but where a cause has been al­ 
lotted to one of the departments, anda Judg­ 
ment pronounced thereon, tbe order must 
be made within thirty days after such judg­ 
m ent and coucurred in by twoJustic.es, and if 
Bomnde it shall have the effect to vacate aud 
set aside the judgmeut. Any four Justices 
may, either before or after judgment by 
department, order a case to be heard In 
bauk. If the order be uot made within the 
time above limited, tbe judgment shall be 
final. No judgment by a department shall 
become flu&l until tbo expiration of the 
period of thirty days aforesaid, unless ap­ 
proved by the Chief Junlce. lu writing, 
with the concurrence of two Justices. The 
Chief Justice may convene tbe Court in 
bank at any time, and shall be the presiding 
Justice oi the Court when so convened. The 
concurrence of lour Justices present at the 
argument shall be necessary to pronounce a 
judgment iu bank; but if four lustice*, so 
present, do uot coucur lu a judgmeut, tlieu 
all the Justices qualified to sit iu the cause 
shall hear the argument; but to tendera 
judgmeut a concurrence of four Judges 
Khali be necessary. in tbo determination 
of causes all deoiilons of the Court in 
bank, or In departments, shall be given 
iu writing and the groundR of the decision 
shall be stated. The Chief Justice may sit 
iu either department, and shall preside 
when so sitting, but the Justices assigned 
to each department shall select one of their 
number aa presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the 
place at which the court is held, or his ina­ 
bility to act, tho Associate Justloesshall se­ 
lect one of the r own number to perform 
the duties and exercise tho powers of the 
Chief Justice during such absence or ina­ 
bility to act. The Supreme Court Commis­ 
sion, created by the act of the Legislature, 
approved March twelfth, eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-five, shall coutluu - aqd fie a Su­ 
preme Court Commiaslo» for four years af­ 
ter tbe adoption of this amendment. Said 
commission may be continued for suoh 
time thereafter as may be fixed by an ac 
passed by a voto of two-thirds of the elected 
members of each House of the Legislature, 
and approved by the Governor. The mem­ 
bers thereof aud Seoretary shall be an 
pointed as in said act provided; and sucn 
commissioners shall bp subject to removal 
in like mauuer as the Judges of the Su­ 
preme Court Said commission ihall have 
the tame power to hear aud determine 
causes possessed by a departmeut of tbe 
Supreme Court, and causes may beassigned 
to the commission In the same manner they 
are assigned to a department, and after de­ 
cision they may bo ordered heard in bank 
in the same way, aud with like restrictions 
as if decided in department. 
The judg­ 
ments ot the commission shall be entered 
as the judgments of the court. The com­ 
mission shall sit at such times and places as 
may be designated by the oourt, out such 
commissioners shall not exercise any 
udiciai funutlons except when assem- 
jled as a commission, and then they 
shall only have power to hear aud deter­ 
mine sucn causes as may have been assigned 
to t hem.

State elections, aud the times and places at 
which State officers are elected; and the 
term of office shall be twelve years from 
and after the first Monday after the first 
day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall he eleoted for 
the full term at the general State election 
held in eighteen him.trod and ninety; and 
at the geueral election held every fourth 
year thereafter, two Justices shall be elect­ 
ed for full terms of twelve yeais, except 
that In every twelfth year thereafter, three 
Justlcea ihall be elected for full terms. If 
the Chief Justice, or any Ju-ttce, becomes 
permaneutly dlsqusllfled, lelther mentally 
o r physically, to perform the duties of his 
(office, and such fsct is certified to the Gov­ 
ernor by five Justices, one of whom may be 
the Chief JuBtlce lu case of the disability of 
a Ju^Ucc, the office of such disqualified 
E 
erson becom es Immediately vacant, and 
e shall be paid a retiring salary of two 
hundred and fifty (260) dollars per month 
for the rem ainder of his term . If a vacancy 
exist or occur in the office of a Justice, the 
G overnor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for tho rem inder of tbo uuexplred 
term. The Governor shall appoint a Justice 
to bold office as Justloe for too uuexplred 
term of tbe late Chief Justloe.

Santa Clara, Yuba 
and Sutter combined, Sacramento, Butte, 
Nevada, San Diego, S&n Beruardluo, Co.usa 
and Tehama, who shall receive five thou­ 
sand dollars, and the Judges of tbe counties 
of Tulare, Monterey, Sonoma and Sau Joa­ 
quin shall receive four thousand dollars 
eaoh.

tion eight, of Article XI, of the Constitu­ 
tion of said State, be amended so as to read 
as follows: 
Section 8. Any city contninlug a popula­ 
tion of mere thun one hundred thousand 
iuhnhltiiuts may frame a charter for its own 
government, consistent with aud subject to 
tbe Constitution and laws of thia State, by 
causing! Boaid of fltteeu freeholders, who 
shall have been for et least five years quali­ 
fied electors thereof, to be elected by the 
qualified voters of such city, at any general 
or special election, whose duty it shall be, 
within ninety days after such election, to 
prepare nud propose a charter for such city, 
which shall bo signed iu duplicate by the 
.members of such Board, or a majority of 
them, aud returned, ouo copy thereof to the 
Mayor, or 
other 
chief 
executive 
officer of such city, aud 
the other 
to the Recorder of 
Deeds of the 
county. Such proposed charter shall 
then be published iu two daily papers of 
geueral circulation in such city, for at least 
twenty days; and within not less than thirty 
days after suoh publication it shall be sub­ 
mitted to tho qualified electors of such city, 
at a general or special election, and If a ma­ 
jority of such qualified electors voting 
thereat shall ratify the same, It shall there 
after be sit bipitted to tho Legislature for Its 
approval or rejection as a whole, without 
pewer of altcratiou or amendment' and If 
approved by a ms jority vote of the members 
elected to each House, it shall become the 
cha ter of such city, or if such city be con­ 
solidated with a county, then of such city 
and county, and shall become the organic 
law thereof, aud supersede any exlatlui 
charter, and all amendments thereof, ano 
all special laws inconsistent with such char­ 
ter. A copy of such charter, certified by t be 
Mayor, or chief executive officer, and au- 
th-utiented by the seal of such city, setting 
forth the submission of such charter to the 
electors, and Its ratification by them, shal I 
be made in duplicate, aud deposited, one in 
the office of the Secretary of State, the other, 
after being recorded in tho office of tho Re­ 
corder 8f Deeds of the county, among the 
archives of the city. All Courts shall take 
judicial notice thereof. The chartor so 
ratified may he amended at intervals of not 
less than two years, by proposals therefor, 
submitted by legislative authority of the 
city to the qualified voters thereoi, at a gen­ 
eral or special election held at least sixty 
days after the publication of such proposals, 
and ratified by at least three-fifths of the 
qualified electors voting thereat, and ap­ 
proved by the Legislature as herein pro­ 
vided for the approval of the charter.

them, and returned, one copy thereof to the 
Mevor. or other chief executive of said city, 
and the other to the Recorder of the county. 
Such proposed charter shall tlieu bo pub­ 
lished Iu two daily papers of general clrcu- 
lat'ou in such city, for at least twenty days 
and the first publication shall be made 
within twenty days after the completion of 
the charter; and within nut loss than thirty 
days after such publication it shall be sub­ 
mitted to tho qualified electors of said city

Geo. W. Meade & Co., who have just 
established a Urge commercial house in

-of J and Talare streets. 
A stock oom­

to Assessors.

How, the real Inoome of the Western 
Union in

'Telephone lines ere another source ot 
vexation. They are assessed at most 
ridiculously low rates in some counties 
and at very high rates in other counties. 
Take Los Angeles and there are about 
100 miles of telephone wire assessed at 
«30 per mile or $3000. Now there mast 
bo e total of 1000 boxes in the county, 
yielding an inoome to the company of 
$50,000 per year. 
W hat we want to do 
ie In have the Assessors get to the in- 
oomee derived by these oorporations and 
we onn then tall what they should be as­ 
sessed at 
"As to the banka we find from the 
Bonk Commissioner»’ report, on the 1st 
of January, 1886, that there was $83,­ 
000,000 on deposit. The Assessor's re­ 
ports showed that there was only $11,000,- 
ObO oosh in the State and taxes were paid 
only on that amount. Thus the banks 
eeeaped paying taxation on over $70.000, 
000. The banks, under the law, are not 
required to make the same affidavits or 
statements as private individuals. They 
have a clever way of telegraphing to East­ 
o n correspondents just before the 1st 
of Marsh of each year, instructing them 
to purchase large amounts of United 
8talas bonds on soooant of California 
Then when the Assessor comes 
, the urbane banker deduots the 
of the puro hose price of the 


in «ho vaults, and the Assessor, looking 
-at too snm returned for taxation, feels 
that if that ie all the money the bank 
has on hand he will immediately with- 
•draw his modest deposit and bury it in 
$he"haek yard. This telegraphing orders 
to purohoeo bonds ia merely a fiction, 
and only serves to ease the consciences 
of the bankers who make the returns 
The money is never sent out of the 
State, bat the bankers consider that 
they oro obligated to their New York 
correspondente. 
As to county bonds, 
they ore never found. 
The banks pur­ 
chase them, but when the Assessor 
oomee around the bonds have been sent 
oat of the State, or traasterred to some 
person who does not return them for 
taxation. 
"Not over five per cent, of the personal 
property of the State ia returned for 
taxation, and the barden of taxation is 
thrown on the realty. Take for in- 
ataqoe tome of the wealthy men of San 
Francisco, who live in haudsomely fur­ 
nished houses, and see how they report 
personal property. Some of them have 
furniture that is worth $50,000, and 
they will qnblushingly turn it in al 
$1000. Thus it goes all over the State. ” 
i After stating that this county should 
neve a new official map made at once, 
and skying a few good words in favor of 
the preseqf Democratic State adminia- 
trutlofl, Mr. Gaffey handed the reporter 
a copy of the State Board’s instructions 
to ¿Legeseors, and boarded the train for 
8anta, Mon ca. 


; 
IN STRU CTIO NS TO ASSESSORS. 
"The members of the State Board of 
Equalization are abcat to make their an 
mud visit to the several ooanties, to 
examine your aeeeasment and consult 
with you in reference to valuation'. 
Meanwhile, yoar attention is called to 
certain matters. 
''There is only one rale of valuation, 
and that la the one prescribed by law, to 
wit? a toll cash value. There 
temptation presented to each Assessor to 
assess his ooanty by relation of values 
to those of on adjoining county. 
You 
are not warranted in so doiDf 
duty of adjusting the relation of 
menta between counties ia one belong 
isg fo the State Board. Experience 
should fetch you that an undervaluation 
is unjust to a large portion of our tax­ 
paying constituents. 
"Th#r# is an impression that the Asses- 
‘•or may delay the collection of poll 
taxes from persons owning peal estate. 
Much is not the case. The law knows 
wo distinctions between persona. 
Sec 
tion .3846, Political Code, provides that 
after demand by the Assessor and neglect 
to pay the poll tax by the peraou liable 
to pay the asme, the Assessor must col­ 
lect, at once, by seizure and sole of any 
pwsoaal property owned by snch per- 
•on; and Seotioo 3847 provides that the 
•ale may be made after three hours’ 
w lloe. By delaying the collection, the 
dolisquenoy of the tax la noted on the 
delinquent assessment roll, and it usu­ 
ally escapes eolieotion. 
It is only in 
•■oh cases, where the owner of real 
«•tote hat no personal properly, tb. t 
yon srs war routed ia returning the tax 
a s delinquent. You are responsible for 
all other poll taxes. 
"Hot enough attention has been paid 
to the assessment ot franchises. These 
o n rights granted either by the State, 
■ty or munlelpolities to oorporations 
m pmuons, and are extremely valuable. 
The right to mn a street railroad, to 
«ondee* a ferry, to ooUect toll, to main 


k merely the pipes of a gat or water 
company, or the poles and instrument* 
of a telegraph or telephone company 
and not to take Into consideration 
their value os agents of the production 
of profit. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
the 
San Jo e G u Company vs. January, 57 
Cal., page 615, t h e Supreme CoHrt say: 
•In fixing a valuation upon the works, 
it was competent for the Assessor to 
take into oooeideration the coat of dig­ 
ging trenches, laying pipes, etc., and it 
was competent for him to determine that 
mains laid in the ground were of more 
value, as so laid, for the purposes for 
which they were laid, than would be the 
pipes in the warehouse of the dealer, or 
than would be the orude iron at tbe 
foundry.’

Works vs. Sohottler, 62 Cal., 105. 
"Frooch ses, under our system, aro 
elassed as personal property, and are to 
be assessed separately and so listed—see 
subdivision 15, section 3850, Political 
Code—except those mentioned in section

ditches, roads and telegraph linea, with 
the franchises, are respectively assessed 
together os real estate.

Its lodgm ent em barrasses 
respiration and creates h. sens tiou of irri­ 
tation aud uneaaiuei* in the affected local­ 
ity, which gives rise to a constant and al­ 
most Irresistible desire to relieve the dis­ 
com fort by drawtDg tlie m ucus into the 
throat so a» t<> eject it by th e m uth. Thla 
practice, popularly know n as "hnw kiog,” 
is ciiaracn-rntic of catarrh , and proves aa 
em barrassing to tho o n e affected os it Is 
disagreeable t<> those aro u n d him. 
Again, tbe offensive m atter hardens and 
depoal-.s itself on the m em brane in th e 
at ape of dry, hard concretions, which are 
discharged by way of th e uostril» or throat 
lu lum ps or iragm ents of a deep green tint. 
In som e cases these inoruhtati- us accum u­ 
late to such au extent rh to form a regular 
p lu g In the nose, which obstructs breathing 
and produces serious discom fort. So firm­ 
ly do these incrubiatinua adhere to the 
point of attachm ent th a t their removal 
usually requires the m ost vi< lent efforts; 
not uufrequeu ly t. ey h av e to be torn from 
the m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast 
of notable size la expel'ed, on which there 
are generally traces of blood, hut lu some 
eases th e cast presents a tubular appear- 
auce, being of exact sh ap e of th e nasal 
cavity. Tiiis condition Is Indicative of u l ­ 
ceration, w hich; in tim e, may destroy the 
bony st uct-ire of tho nooe* and produce a 
subsequent fiattcuingof th at organ. 
Gases are occaaionslly m et with in whioh 
a thick, vticid, slimy secretion coats the 
mem brane of th e ussal cavities aud tbeu 
putrifies, giving rise to a stench w hich is 
really overpow ering aud sufficiently fetid to 
peison tbe atm osphere of a wnole room ; 
an d there are others in w hioh all tb e secre­ 
tions of the m em brauc a m suspended, caus­ 
ing au unpleasant feeling of dryuess, beat 
and feverishness iu th e bead and nose—a 
condition popularly k u o w n as "D ry Ca­ 
tarrh." 
1 he disease speedily extends to th e air 
cavities of th e bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensatioa 
of h avy weight or com pression over the 
forehead, especially iu th e region above 
su d between tb e «-yes, an d to a feeling of 
fulness, heat. Irritation, serenes* o r pain lu 
the nostrils n ear tbe root of the nose, as 
well as In the upper p a rt of tbe tbro&t, 
above aud behind the soft palate. 
Some­ 
tim es there 1b pain obstinately fixed in some 
particular part, a t in th e tem ple, ou the top 
of the head, at th e back of th e ueck, or be­ 
h in d tb e orblds, and 
occasionally pain 
m anifests Itself ia tho face of so severe a 
character that it ia frequently m istaken for 
neuralgia. 
The ureath la always tain ted and at times 
assum es an exceeding fetid and sickening 
odor. In some cases it becom es ao revolt­ 
ingly offensive as to ren d er tbe sufferer on 
object of disgust to h im self as well aa to 
others. 
1 he nasal m em brane la thickened and 
congested, causing the nose to he stopped 
up, som etimes on one aide, som etim e ou the 
other, aud often ou both, giving riso to a 
olsagreeable, stuffy sensation in th e head, 
and occasioning 
violent 
and prolonged 
paroxysm s of sneezing. 
' 
The voice is weak, in d istin ct and husky 
or of a nasal character, d i playiug a sort of 
auiffing quality. O ftentim es there is a con­ 
tinuous hoarseness aud discordance. There 
is also a sense of Irritation lu tbe throat, 
and frequent attem pts to clear th e parts of 
phlegm , producing the sound "hem " m ore 
or loss forcibly. In som e cases patients 
com plain ot a n uncom fortable feeling of 
fullness, or a choky enaatlon in the throat, 
and in others of a distressing aud alm ost 
constant dryuess, lor th e tem porary relief 
of w hich they have to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, apeak of a constant bad or 
nauseous taste In the m outh or throat. 
The stomach geu-rally suffers rnoie or 
less nod becomes weak And irritable: the 
appetite Is cipticious an d nearly always 
Dad in the m ornlug. T h e patteut is lan- 
wiiid, unable to perform m ental or physical 
labor with the u> ual facility, is nervous, de 
pressed in spirits, at tim es fearful, tim d. 
agitated aud Inclined to d row sinos and 
sleep, the m em ry w eakened and perm a 
neat im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucous m em brane soon 
becomes 
m orbidly sensitive to unfavorable in lu 
enees, aud in spite of th e utmost care be­ 
comes affected from the slightest causes, so 
that nt last a breath of w in d upon the liufug 
of th e no-e or throat becom -s productive of 
a cold, end gives rise to serious disturb 
anees of the respiratory organs. T hus the 
patient is subject to freq u en t and repeated 
colds, escli attack aggravating the dlseaae 
by giving it a new im pulse ana involving a 
larger extent or surface th an its predecessor. 
In this m anner tho difficulty spreads from 
organ to organ, invading tb e throat, laruyx 
trachea and bronchial tubes, until, en 
croschlng further aud fu rth er, it reaches 
tlie fluer ramifications of th e bronchi, when 
but a slight im pulse is req u ired to send it 
to tb e lungs. Catarrh m ay, and often does, 
affect o.her organa ia th e body, eupecially 
those containing a m ucous m em brauc, suer 
as the stomach, bowels, kidneys, etc. 
By th e em ploym ent of proper iuliaia 
in the form of m edicated vapor (n *t s' 
Inhalation

or spray) we are able to produce Im m edlau 
and direct actiou upon tn s diseased surfaca 
in the pharynx and u asti passages, for ai 
will flud its way luto th e m ost rem ote aad 
Intricate cavities, where it la utterly impos­ 
sible to m-ike tluld applications. By theie 
m eans every ooze can be cured.

Ozcena Is the professional or technical 
nam e given to au advauced form of catarrh 
in w bicb ulceration has eaten through the 
m em brane lining of th e noso to the carti­ 
lage of the bone. Anv oa«e of catarrh may 
end in rzum a, b u t it m od frequeutly.occurs 
iu those who are naturally scrofulous. The 
dibcharge takes place th ro u g h the uostrtls 
or through tbe throat, and la generally of a 
yellowish or greenish yellow color, ire 
ou*V.

'The disease is one of th e most obdurate 
and dlasgreeabie which th e physician has 
toeuoouuter. Iu bad casea the brea.h of the 
patient becomes so revolting as to isolate 
him from society and to ren d er him an ob­ 
ject of disgust eveu to him self." In some 
cii'ea pieces of b o o eb e cjm e aaparated and 
slough off, leaving deep, unhealthy ulcers, 
w hich secrete a bloody m atter,an d are ex­ 
trem e y difficult to heal. 
After • zn.-ua has 
continue i some time th e sense of sm ell 
usually becomes Im paired and often lost. 
Deafuess is one of its m ost common oonse- 
queuc s, and resuits from lis extension 
through tbe eustachian tu b es to the Internal 
ear. Palas In th e head an d over tbe frontal 
sinuses, im pairing m em ory, and eveu In­ 
sanity frequently spring from its extension 
to th e brain. The greatest danger, how­ 
ever. because th e most com m on, is th at It 
w ill extend dow n ward an d affect the lungs. 
In m ost cases of pulm onary disease c s u rrh 
Is present iu some degree, au d in m any In­ 
stances it causes a U rge share of tbe pa­ 
tien t’s discomfort. 
Besides these grave onnsequenoes, all of 
which are liable to sptiue from scrofulous 
catarrh or ozmna, there are others whioh, if 
leas dangerous, are suffieieutly unpleasant. 
It occasions great unfiappiness to thousands 
of both sexes, by Isolating them and pre­ 
venting their settlem ent in life. 
An offen. 
slve running from the nose, with foul 
breath: is about as great a calam ity as can 
befall young people,jfor n o yo ng person 
should ever think of m arrying while affllot- 
ed with catarrh. 
Those who visit Southern C alifornia, after 
trying every know n rem edy, and falling In 
obtaining health through olim atle changes 
alone, would do well to try this wonderful 
system , whioh Is revolutionising the whole 
m edieal seitooe and effecting cures in th is 
very elty In persons glyen u p to die.
